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A New Chinese Bible Concordance 


By Professor Tun-jou Ku 


Be STUDENTS in America could not get along 
without a concordance. But until now most 
Chinese Christian leaders have had to forego the help 
of a concordance. The only one in their language, 
done about thirty years ago, is not only bulky and 
very expensive, but was arranged alphabetically ac- 
cording to a system of romanization rather than by 
traditional Chinese classification, which made it diffi- 
cult to use. 

The new book will be handy and inexpensive. 
Many copies of it will be 
bound in with the Bible, as 
our concordances often are 
in English. It will contain 
about 45,000 carefully se- 
lected entries and will soon 
become the prized _ posses- 
sion of many pastors, Sun- 
day-school teachers and 
other students and Christian 
workers among the Chinese. 

The idea began in the Bi- 
ble House in New York a 
little over a year ago. Rev. 
Ming C. Chao, now Secreta- 
ry of the Society’s Agency in 
Thailand, was at that time 
working at the Bible House 
on an English concordance. 
Chinese-born himself, he 
presented the idea to the Society’s officers and Board 
of Managers, who approved the idea and authorized 
the work. 

It was not a one-man job. Under the supervision of 
Translations Secretary Nida, Mr. Chao helped to 
make an exploratory start in various technical phases 
of the project. Then Professor Tun-jou Ku, formerly 
professor and dean at Yenching and Hangchow Uni- 
versities respectively, was engaged to begin the work. 
Rev. Paul Szto of the Chinese Reformed Church in 
New York City contributed a month’s invaluable 
assistance. Also Mrs. K. C. Chen, formerly a profes- 
sor in the Hopei Women Teachers’ College, Tientsin, 
China, joined the group as an indispensable co- 
worker from the beginning to the end. 
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Professor Tun-jou Ku and Mrs. RK. C. Chen at work on 
the Chinese Concordance in the Bible Society library. The 
new book will contain 45,000 entries. 
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Unless one knows something about the Chinese 
language, it is quite impossible to comprehend the 
difficulties encountered in preparing this concord- 
ance. Traditionally, when one tries to look up a Chi-} 
nese character, he has to find it first according to the 
order of its “‘radical’’ and then according to the num-} 
ber of “strokes” required to write the character. | 
There are more than two hundred “‘radicals” in Chi- | 
nese, with which other characters are built. For in- 
stance, the Chinese character for mouth is written 1; ; 
and e& meaning “to blow” / 
and ™& “to quarrel” in-} 
clude the ‘‘mouth radical.” | 

As it is difficult for the} 
masses who are not well) 
versed in Chinese to use the | 
‘radical method,” and many | 
modern Chinese scholars } 
agree that the “stroke meth- 
od”? is easier, we have re- | 
versed the order. According | 
to the new classification one 
may look up a Chinese word 
character by finding it among | 
the group of characters which | 
have the same number of 
strokes. The number “one” 
in English is expressed by a | 
single stroke, in Chinese, —j 
and the character for “‘stork,” 
the most complex word character in the new concord- 
ance, by twenty-nine strokes, | 

The actual making of the concordance involved 
marking 45,000 slips, and sorting them by number of © 
strokes in each, then resorting by the radicals. 

Thus 45,000 entries have been transposed from an | 
English concordance to the Chinese and done in such | 
a way that any Chinese reader will find it helpful. | 
After repeated proofreading and checking, a hand- | 
written copy will be sent to Hongkong for printing. | 

Then, when all the typesetting, printing and bind- | 
ing is completed, copies of this new concordance will | 
be in the hands of thousands of Chinese to help them | 
read their Bibles more intelligently and to know and | 
do His will better. 
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CHRISTMAS EVERYWHERE 


ee WHERE, everywhere, Christmas tonight.’ How true will that be 
this year? 

Will it be true in China? Yes, because some families in China will read 
together from their Bibles in Chinese. Great quantities of Bibles and New 
‘Testaments were distributed in China just before it was closed to much of 
the world. There is little doubt that many of the Bibles were saved. ‘This 
means that amid all the confusing propaganda thousands of Chinese fami- 
lies will read for themselves the account of the birth of the Christ Child. In 

the Bible they have an unchanging record of God’s law and love. 

Will it be “Christmas tonight” in Russia? Yes, because wherever men 
have the Bible there will be those who will observe Christmas. ‘There are 
Bibles in Russia because the American Bible Society was able to send in 
Scriptures in 1945 and 1947. Just this year the way has opened for the 
printing of Bibles inside Russia. In many Russian homes families will be 
reading of the birth of Our Lord. 

[t will be “Christmas tonight” in the State of Chiapas in Mexico, and 
there will be special rejoicing because the Tzeltal people for the first time 
have a complete New Testament in their own language. 

In the United States the Navajos also have the first New Testament in 
their language, which means that thousands of them will now be able to 
read for themselves of God’s gift of His Son. 

Another first for the New Testament this year is in the Kuskokwim Eski- 
mo language of Alaska. 

This year brings mankind closer to Phillips Brooks’ dream of “Every- 
where, everywhere, Christmas tonight.”’ Christians can never rest until 
they have helped carry out the message of the angel that the “‘good tidings 
of great joy” are for “all people.’”’ People everywhere must learn to call the 
name of Christ in their own language—‘‘ Wonderful, Counselor, the 
Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, the Prince of Peace.” 

But will it be “Christmas tonight” in the U.S.A.? Yes, amid the gimmicks 
of gaiety, the endless addressing of cards, the family feasting and the ex- 
change of presents, there will be countless families who will sit quietly to- 

ether and read the account of the birth of Our Saviour. In those homes 
it will be “Christmas tonight.” For the true record of Christmas is in God’s 
Book. In it men find the real Christmas—‘‘Unto you a Saviour.”

The words will crackle through the crisp cold of the Ant- 
arctic night, carried on the invisible short waves of radio. 


“CHARLIE, this is DELTA. I read you loud and clear. 
Proceed. Over.” 


The names are the code designators of two of seven 
United States’ IGY stations on the continent of Antarctica. 
The conversation is that of Navy radio men setting up con- 
tact for a transmission. 


IGY means International Geophysical Year, a desig- 
nated period of time during which scientific observations 
of natural phenomena will be conducted simultaneously 
throughout the world. The area of major observation is the 
great white continent of Antarctica, that vast, silent land 
mass, larger than the U.S. and Mexico combined, about 
which the least is known to civilized man. 


Numerous nations of the world are cooperating in this 
study. It is no military operation whatsoever. The Navy, 
assisted in some measure by other branches of the Armed 
Services, was selected to build and to support the U.S. 
stations in the Antarctic, since this is initially an amphib- 
ious operation. Hence the assignment of a number of mili- 
tary personnel to the current Expedition DEEPFREEZE II. 

Perhaps by now you are 
wondering why this informa- 
tion is being printed in the 
Record. The reason is that the 
American Bible Society has 
provided copies of the Holy 
Scriptures and related litera- 
ture for use on the expedition, 
and we of the expedition want 
to express our gratitude. 


By the time you read this, 
approximately 350 men will 
have reached the Antarctic, or 
will be en route to live there 
until April 1958. These are the 
men of DEEPFREEZE II, volun- 
teers all. Some are military 
personnel, performing support 
functions; some are civilian sci- 
entists and technicians. To 
care for the religious needs of 
the expedition, two Navy chap-

There will, however, be five outlying stations, physically | 
isolated, separated by great distances and populated by | 
smaller numbers of men. For instance, fifteen men will live 
right at the South Pole, where, as far as we know, only two | 
trail parties have ever set foot. The more recent of these 
was in 1912, and it was just a brief visit during the summer 
season. Now, this band of volunteers plans to brave the 
wild Antarctic winter, making scientific observations, call- 
ing the South Pole ““‘home”’ for nearly a year and a half. 
(Note: Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd, USN (Ret.), vet- 
eran and intrepid Antarctic explorer, has flown over the 
Pole numerous times, but has never actually set foot there). 


At each station, except Little America V, a Protestant 
lay leader has been appointed. He will plan and conduct 
worship services, Sunday-school classes, study groups and 
other religious activities. He will care for religious equip- 
ment and supplies. He will seek to encourage the practice 
of personal religion by all hands. 
However, he will not function 
as an ordained clergyman. He 
is not authorized to perform 
pastoral acts nor to administer 
the sacraments. 


To assist in this work the

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The Bible’s Day 


HE DAY set aside for special thanksgiving for God’s 
gift of the Holy Scriptures always falls in that 
period of the Christian year devoted to preparation 
for the coming of Christ. For Universal Bible Sunday 
is the second Sunday in December. In liturgical 
churches it is the second Sunday in Advent, which is 
always either the first or second Sunday in December. 
In this season the attention of all Christians is focused 
on the wonder and beauty of the message of Christ- 
mas and the birth of Our Saviour. It is only through 
the Bible that we can know and understand those 
events that took place nearly 2,000 years ago. 
Universal Bible Sunday has had widespread ob- 
servance in the churches of America for over forty 
years. The British and Foreign Bible Society and the 
American Bible Society had occasionally set aside a 
special day for the consideration of the Bible, but in 
1916 the American Bible Society designated the sec- 


-ond Sunday in December as Universal Bible Sunday 


as a fitting climax for the centennial year. It seems 
natural that the custom of observing a special day 
for the Bible should grow. Last year over 35,000 
churches ordered materials to be used in celebrating 
the occasion. Thousands of ministers take this oppor- 
tunity to speak to their people about the Bible. 

Churches have found a wide variety of ways to 
emphasize Universal Bible Sunday. 

Each family may be encouraged to attend church 
as a group, bringing the old family Bible. Bible ex- 
hibits showing historic volumes, or Scriptures in dif- 
ferent languages, may be prominently displayed. 
Many churches have book tables with a variety of 
Bibles for sale. One church had a contest to find the 
oldest Bible in the community. Various individuals in 
the community may read from the Scriptures in their 
own language, and it is exciting to discover that your 
neighbor is familiar with the language and culture of 
a far-off land. The use of the film, ‘“‘Our Bible—How 


It Came to Us,” or other audio-visual materials sup- 


plied by the Bible Society or by your own denomina- 
tion, may find a place in a Bible Sunday program. 

There is no more effective way to celebrate Univer- 
sal Bible Sunday than to use it as a day for distribut- 
ing the Bible. Just around the corner from most 
Americans are people who have no Bible and no in- 
terest in reading it. No church could engage in a 
more rewarding enterprise than to organize a group 
of workers to go out, two by two, in good New ‘Testa- 
ment fashion, to offer, at every home in their com- 
munity little Bible Portions and inquire whether the 
family owns a Bible. 

Scripture Portions in foreign languages may be of- 
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fered in areas where other than the English is spoken. 
Still other areas would respond to the offer of the 
Society’s illustrated Gospels. 

Where there is an interest in the Scriptures, many 
of those visited will be surprised at the reasonable 
prices at which they can secure attractive Bibles from 
the Society. Besides neighborhood visitations, there 
are in many communities opportunities to celebrate

Let us now go even unto Bethlehem, 
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uy are the evangelical Church- 
W es in Latin America growing 
so rapidly? Why are so many Latin 
Americans turning to the evangelical 
Churches for Christian faith, fellow- 
ship and service? There are many 
answers to these questions. The one 
with which we are concerned and which is probably the 
most important is that the Scriptures have been widely and 
constantly distributed in the languages of the people and at 
a price they can afford to pay. 

For nearly a century and a half evangelical Churches 
and missions in Latin America have sought to feed the 
hungry multitudes. Though much has been done through 
the ministries of Christian healing and education, the em- 
phasis has been on evangelistic preaching and the estab- 
lishment of churches. Pastors have been trained. People 
have been taught to read, that they might receive the Gos- 
pel directly from the Bible. But chief among the reasons for 
the phenomenal evangelical development has been the ac- 
tive circulation of the Scriptures in the languages of the 
people. Indeed, the door for the entry of evangelical mis- 
sions was opened by the Bible colporteur. From the day in 
1819 when the circulation of 
Scriptures began in Latin Amer- 
ica until the present, there has 
been no letup in the effort of 
the Bible Societies to place the 
Scriptures in the hands and 
homes of as many people as 
possible. 

Through agencies in every 
country the Bible Societies now 
distribute approximately — six 
million volumes annually. This 
is more than for any other area 
of the world except the United 
States. Colporteurs, Christian 
bookstores, pastors, Bible Soci- 
ety depots, missionaries and 
countless thousands of volunteer distributors in the Churches 
cooperate to make so great a circulation possible. 

With so great a tide of Bibles, Testaments and Gospels 
flowing across Latin America, and with so large a number 
of persons and institutions dedicated to making the Gospel 
available, it is no wonder that thousands are turning to 
Christ for their salvation and to the evangelical churches 
for Christian fellowship and service. As surely as the seed 
is sown, a harvest will be reaped. Where the Bible is most 
widely distributed and consistently used, the Church 
grows strongest and fastest. 

The most spectacular growth has been in Brazil, where 
Protestant church membership now totals about two mil- 
lion persons in about 7,600 churches, with about four 
thousand pastors. Over two million volumes of Scrip-

tures are now circulated annually. 
The population is about sixty-five 
million. A larger number of Scrip- 
tures can be distributed as soon as 
improved printing facilities make a 
larger number of books available. 

The American Bible Society works 
through the Brazil Bible Society, which is responsible 
for the work in that country. In addition to providing | 
$100,000 for Scripture publication and distribution, the 
Society provides a Secretary for the Brazil Bible Society 
staff and the facilities of the Bible House in Rio de Janeiro. 
The staff position which the American Bible Society sup- 
plies has been vacant for several months. The Society is 
now happy to announce the appointment of Mr. Oliver 
K. K. Nelson to this post. 

Mr. Nelson has been a successful lawyer in Turlock, 
California for fifteen years. Previously he was engaged in 
banking in San Francisco. He has held positions of respon- 
sibility in the Baptist General Conference (formerly the 
Swedish Baptist Conference), of which he is a member and 
in which his father was for many years a prominent pastor. 
A great-uncle distributed Scriptures for the American Bible 
Society in Sweden in the 
1850’s. His brother Samuel is 
director of the Society’s train- 
ing program in Latin America. 
Other brothers and sisters are 
active in missionary service. 
Mr. Nelson’s background, train- 
fitt and dedication have well 
inged him for his task in Brazil. 

After a four-month training 
and orientation period in New 
York, Mr. Nelson and his fam- 
ily will leave for Brazil in Janu- 
ary 1957. Upon reaching the 
field he will assume responsi- 
bility for the publication and 
distribution programs. It can 
be confidently expected that Mr. Nelson’s service will re- 
sult in more adequate supplies of Scriptures being made 
available and distributed. This will surely yield a con- 
tinuing harvest of men won to Christ in Brazil. 

In Argentina, during the ten-year administration of the 
late Dr. Charles W. Turner, Scripture circulation increased 
from 134,352 to 1,051,176 volumes per year. There has not 
yet been time for the full impact of this development to be 
felt in growth of the churches. Even so, the churches have 
been making steady growth and today serve as a cleansing 
and vitalizing leaven in the life of the nation. 

At the time of his death Dr. Turner had enlisted one 
hundred forty churches, each of which pledged to distrib- 
ute five thousand volumes of Scriptures a year. A program »

was just starting to enlist one hundred thousand volun- 
teers, each of whom would pledge to distribute at least one 
volume and to contribute at least one peso to Bible Society 
support per month through the year. 

These and other projects, so grandly conceived and so 
full of promise for the evangelization of Argentina, have 
demanded that the Society appoint as Dr. ‘Turner’s succes- 
sor a man of vision, skill in the implementing of great 
plans, understanding of the Latin American person, per- 
sonality and church, and of conviction regarding the pow- 
er of the printed Word of God to win men to Christ and 
His Church. Such a man has now been appointed. He is 
Dr. Ivan H. Nothdurft, who has been a Methodist mis- 
sionary in Bolivia and Peru during the past twelve years. 
Following college and seminary training, Dr. Nothdurft 
held a brief pastorate in Minnesota before being appointed 
for missionary service in Latin America. His first assign- 
ment was to Bolivia, where he worked with the churches 
in the LaPaz area. In 1947 he was transferred to Lima, 
Peru, where, in addition to aiding in the founding of sev- 
eral churches, he has served as a pastor, mission treasurer, 
and—by choice of the Peruvian churches—as District 
Superintendent of the Lima District of the Peruvian Meth- 
odist Church. 

Dr. Nothdurft will be sorely missed in Peru,,where he 
has rendered such valuable service. In his new field of 
service he will have opportunity to serve all the churches. 
Because the Scriptures are the sharpest tool for evangelism 
which the church possesses, Dr. Nothdurft will be strate- 
gically placed to cultivate the future growth of the church 
throughout a nation and an area. His will be the opportun- 
ity to develop plans already laid by Dr. Turner and to dis- 
cover further—and perhaps even better—means of bring- 
ing the Bible to Argentina, Paraguay and Uruguay, which 
are the area he will administer. The Nothdurfts will leave 
for Buenos Aires in January 1957. 

As the Nelsons and the Nothdurfts take up their new 
tasks they ask for your prayers that they may be guided by 
the Holy Spriit in all which they do and say. They need 
your support, that they may have the means to take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity that opens up before them.

ie OUR CYNICAL AGE we are unwilling to admit that 
miracles can happen.And perhaps this is no miracle. 
You have heard part of the story before, but it bears 
repetition as a brief moment of Christian history in 
the making. 

The story began about 1941, when Marianna Slo- 
cum, a quiet, slender, sweet-smiling girl not long out 
of college was making joyful plans for her marriage. 
Her fiance was Bill Bentley, a young man working 
as a missionary in southern Mexico with the Wycliffe 
Bible Translators. Marianna and Bill were both 


trained linguists and they had worked for a time in 
the rugged hills of Chiapas State. Marianna had 
known the hostile stares of ragged, dirty Indians, and 
she was prepared to make her new home in a hut of 
thatch and straw. But her happy plans were tragically

cut short, for Bill died suddenly only a few days be- 
fore the wedding. 

Then Marianna found courage and consecration 
and the strength to go on. She determined to con- 
tinue Bill Bentley’s work and went to live among the 
Tzeltal Indians. Slowly and patiently she struggled to 
learn the strange inflections of their language. As she. 


compiled a vocabulary, using the alphabet she and — 


Bill had worked out in reducing the language to writ- 
ing, she made picture books, pasting Tzeltal captions 
over the English ones. She made friends, but there 
was no response to her gentle teaching. 

It was nearly seven years before any of the Tzeltals 
would listen to Marianna’s words about a loving God. 
Then a young man named Juan Lopez Mucha be- 
came interested in her message. He studied more and 
came to believe in Christ. He told his friends about 
this wonderful new faith, and they came to listen. 
Very soon there was a nucleus of Christian believers. 
Quietly Marianna encouraged them to organize their 
own church. She taught them from the Epistles, and 
they set up a church government with seven elders 
and seven deacons. With the 
help of some of the young men 
Marianna translated parts of the 
New Testament, and in 1947 the 
Gospel of Mark was printed. Lit- 
eracy classes were established so 
that more of the Tzeltals might 
learn to read. 

The new Tzeltal Christians 
established very high moral stand- 
ards for themselves. Because of 
the expense involved, many of 
them had never bothered with 
the formality of a civil marriage 
ceremony.

We FORGET to oil your Bible. This may seem a 
strange statement, but a leather Bible should be 
treated with oil at least once a year. Perhaps you received 
a beautiful leather Bible last year for Christmas, so now is 
the time to treat the cover again. 

At the same time examine the pages. India-paper pages 
which have been separated once never stick at the edges 
again. Are there still pages of your Bible which have not 
been examined? If you have a new Bible—how are you 
going to treat it? Bibles are different from most other books 
you handle because they are printed on thin paper and 
contain one thousand to twelve hundred pages. Many 
Bibles also have leather covers, some of them flexible. Un- 
less you follow a few clear rules you can easily abuse your 
Bible and shorten the days of its usefulness. 

1. You should know how to open your new Bible. With 
the back of the book on the table ease each cover down, 
gently pressing your forefingers and thumb along the in- 
side. Then take a few pages at a time, first from one side, 
and then from the other in the same way, until you have 
opened the whole book. 

2. Never bend back the covers to make the Bible stay 
open. That will be likely to break its back.

6. If your Bible is bound in leather, the cover should 
treated at least once a year with a good animal oil to kee 
the leather from drying out, flaking and cracking. We us# 
ally treat our shoes better than our Bibles. 

7. If your old Bible, filled maybe with your marg 
notes which makes it priceless to you, needs repair beca 
you have not treated it properly, don’t try to mend it yo 
self. It requires expert handling. Rebinding a_ Bible 
expensive, often costing more than the book did original 
So, buy the best-built Bible you can afford and alwag 
handle it according to the rules.

1 the issue of October 1949 of how the proofs of the first 
hole Tibetan Bible were almost lost and the complete 
Bible first appeared.

have had to wrestle with the various dia- 
lects, a situation common to most moun- 
tainous countries. Although the Tibetan 
Bible is but eight years old, the problem 
still persists. In recent months three sepa- 
ate efforts at a revision have been commenced with a view 
5 arriving at a text that will be acceptable to every lin- 
uistic element in Tibet.

There is a lad here 
of five and a half years who can recite per- 
fectly a number of chapters, besides nu- 
merous texts. I had read of someone who 
had memorized the Sermon on the Mount 
and than recited it in church. I suggested 
to one of the young ladies in this group 
that she try to do the same; this was on a 
Thursday. On the following Sunday she repeated in the 
Sunday school the three chapters, 5, 6 and 7 of St. 
Matthew, almost without a mistake, and then repeated 
them at the evening service. She has also memorized the 
whole of the Epistle of James.” 


olporteur Costa Deir reports most encouraging ex- 
G periences from his work in Jordan, where he visits 
many communities whose names are familiar to all Bible 
readers. He writes: 

““Sebastiyeh (the ancient capital of Samaria) has been 
a good place for distribution, and many there now 
possess Gospel Portions, while others are asking for 
the Bible both in English and Arabic. The coffee house 
there has been a great center for distribution and evan- 
gelism. In Emmaus a Moslem youth showed great in- 
terest in the Scriptures. He bought a Gospel and has 
visited me several times since. 

“At the Jerusalem airport I met a Moslem policeman 
who said that he had never read the Gospel and was glad 
to take and read a New Testament. In a doctor’s waiting 
room I met two Moslems, one of whom was a govern- 
ment official, and the other a merchant from Trans- 
jordan. Later the doctor invited us all in, and we hada 
discussion about the Bible. The government official 
showed real interest and bought a copy, and in the end 
the merchant bought one also.”
